Ecuador president safe after foiled 
police uprising 


Spain detains 41 suspected 
of funding Colombia rebels 


QUITO, Ecuador (AFP) - 
Ecuador President Rafael 
Correa was back at work yes¬ 
terday under tight security 
after loyalist troops rescued 
him from a police mutiny in 
a day of gunfire and street 
clashes that left two dead. 

"No-one can pass. That's 
the order from the top," said 
one soldier standing guard 
outside the presidential 
palace. 

Even Correa's supporters, 
thousands of whom had cele¬ 
brated the president's return 
late Thursday, were not al¬ 
lowed to approach the build¬ 
ing. 

The leftist president, who 
has been in office since 2007, 
was "safe and well," a som¬ 
ber police chief Freddy Mar¬ 
tinez said, adding he would 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
J.K. Rowling, the best-selling 
author of the Harry Potter se¬ 
ries, said she could imagine 
herself resurrecting her lucra¬ 
tive boy wizard, despite having 



be offering his resignation 
after the uprising. 

Interior Minister Gustavo 
Jalkh said the police forces 
had returned to work, saying 
Thursday had been "an unfor¬ 
tunate, critical, chaotic" day. 

By yesterday, a relative 
calm had returned to the 
streets of the capital, Quito, a 
day after the city descended 
into chaos when protesting 
police besieged Correa inside 
a hospital for some 12 hours. 

Hustled to safety by troops 
and an elite police special op¬ 
erations unit under cover of 
darkness late Thursday, Cor¬ 
rea was given a hero's wel¬ 
come by cheering supporters 
when he appeared later on a 
balcony. 

And he vowed he would 
never negotiate under pres- 


officially penned his final ad¬ 
ventures. 

"I could definitely write an 
eighth, ninth and tenth," Rowl¬ 
ing told US chat show host 
Oprah Winfrey on ABC televi¬ 
sion. "I’m not going to say I 
won’t. I don't think I will. I feel 
I am done, but you never 
know." 

Rowling laid down her pen 
— and Harry's magic wand — 
when she finished the seventh 
book in 2007, with a stunning 
record of400 million copies of 
the series sold around the 
world. She told Winfrey of her 
difficulties in coming to terms 
with the end of the story that 
made her name and fortune. 

"The end was huge. Like a 
bereavement. Although I knew 
it was coming — we all know 
the people we love are mortal, 
we know it's going to end — 
you can't prepare yourself for 
it. I was in a slight state of 
shock," she said. 

But she will continue to 
write in some form, she said. 
"I literally can't stop. I have to 
do it."

Vatican rejects 
call for pope's 
resignation 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - 
The Vatican dismissed a "sur¬ 
prising" call for Pope Bene¬ 
dict XVI's resignation made 
by the head of Belgian probe 
into child abuse by priests, a 
spokesman said yesterday. 

Child psychologist Peter 
Adriaenssens, the head of a 
church-backed probe in Bel¬ 
gium, said in an interview that 
the pope should take respon¬ 
sibility for hundreds of abuse 
cases that were uncovered. 

On September 10, Adri¬ 
aenssens released a report by 
a commission he led which 
revealed that nearly 500 peo¬ 
ple reported abuses by priests 
since the 1950s and 13 vic¬ 
tims committed suicide. 

"The pope should not con¬ 
tent himself with just ex¬ 
pressing regret," Adriaen¬ 
ssens said in an interview 
with Flemish-language news¬ 
paper De Morgen published 
on Friday. "He should offer 
his resignation." 

"Since the problem is not 
just in Belgium but has 
spread worldwide, the pope 
must set an example." 


MADRID, Spain (AFP) - 
Spanish police said yesterday 
they had detained 41 people 
suspected of laundering over 
200 million euros earned from 
drug smuggling and using part 
of this money to finance 
Colombia's FARC rebels. 

"During the investigation it 
transpired that the Revolution¬ 
ary Armed Forces of Colombia 
or some of its mem- bers may 
have been the recipients of part 
of the funds," a police state¬ 
ment said. 

More than 250 officers took 
part in the operation, in which 
police searched 27 homes and 
money transfer offices in 13 
cities and towns across the 
country, including Madrid, 
Barcelona and Alicante, the 
statement added. 

Police used dogs specially 
trained to detect bank notes. 
They seized more than 150,000 
euros (200,000 dollars). 

Police in Colombia and 
Ecuador were also taking ac¬ 
tion as part of the Spanish-led 
operation, the statement said. 

Spanish police opened their 
investigation in August 2008 
after noticing a "very signifi¬ 
cant rise" in the amounts of 
money being transferred from 
Spain to Colombia and 
Ecuador. 

They estimate that since 
they opened their investigation 
the group under investigation 
sent over 200 million euros 
raised from the sale of nar¬ 
cotics across Europe to 
Colombia and Ecuador. 

Colombian police then 
identified one of the recipients 
of the money in Colombia, 
someone who was linked to the 
FARC rebels and was wanted 
for muderder and terrorism. 
Another 12 recipients of the 
money had ties to this man. 

During the course of their 
investigation, police said they 
made several seizurse of co¬ 
caine including 250 kilos Bel¬ 
gium in June 2010. 

Spanish public radio said 
the detentions were linked to 
the arrest in July 2008 by 


Spanish police of a woman 
suspected of being the repre¬ 
sentative of the Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia 
(FARC). 

Spain's interior ministry 
said at the time that Maria 
Remedios Garcia Albert was 
discovered in possession of a 
significant amount of money 
which she was preparing to 
send to representatives of 
FARC in Europe. 

Garcia Albert had also pro¬ 
vided logistical support for 
FARC and had direct contacts 
with Raul Reyes, the FARC 
number two who was killed by 
Colombian troops inside 
Ecuador in March 2008, it 
added. 

Analysis of Reyes' com¬ 
puter passed on to Spanish in¬ 
vestigators by Colombian 
authorities had led them to 
identify Garcia Albert. 

The FARC, Latin America's 
oldest and largest insurgency, 
has been trying for 40 years to 
overthrow the Colombian go¬ 
vernment.

Rain is causing electric 
malfunctions on the 
harbor crane 




Astec is looking for a solution to secure safety 
for the operators 



ORANJESTAD -The Gantry 
crane at the harbor is not work¬ 
ing optimally. The constant 
rain these last days is not help¬ 
ing either, on the contrary, it is 
making the situation worse. 
After surpassing many chal¬ 
lenges, now the crane is having 
electrical problems. The 
Aruba Ports Authority (APA) 
is working hard on this prob¬ 
lem and hopes to solve it soon. 
Meanwhile, ASTEC is unload¬ 
ing cargo with the crane on 
board of the cargo ships, but 
this slows down the work. 

The crane was repaired and 
certified a few months ago. 
But only the most urgent repair 
jobs were done just so the 
crane could operate, meaning 
it was not 100%. ASTEC’s em¬ 
ployees understand that the 
work has to continue and that 
before the end of the year the 
new crane will arrive on the is¬ 
land. 

Now the problem is electri¬ 
cal. The crane has a container 
with the electrical connections. 
This container has a holes and 
the rain has penetrated, with 
the consequence that it ob¬ 
structs the control of the crane. 


The operator has problems 
when unloading the crane. 
When ordering the crane to 
stop, it does not stop immedi¬ 
ately, with the consequence 
that the containers can collide 
which is hazardous for the 
ground workers. 

Also the cables that are out¬ 
side of the crane are causing 
problems regularly. ASTEC 
wants to avoid these type of 
problems; security is most im¬ 
portant for the employees at 
the harbor 

Meanwhile, APA contacted 
a private company to revise the 
crane; it is expected that they 
can fix the problem and that 
the crane can function nor¬ 
mally. All cargo ships mooring 
here have their own crane, 
ASTEC is using them to un¬ 
load cargo. Until now no cargo 
ship has moored here without 
its own crane. 

ASTEC is in constant con¬ 
tact with UPA and APA to see 
how to fix this problem. 
ASTEC employees are willing 
to continue with their work, 
but their security has to be 
taken into account.

Aruba Bird Sanctuary 



The Bubali Bird Ponds of 
Aruba have become home to 
more than 80 species of mi¬ 
gratory birds. 

Migratory birds, looking 
for lush vegetation in which 
to nest, find an oasis within 
the ponds, known as Bubali 
Bird Sanctuary. The nearby 
water treatment facility emp¬ 
ties into two inter-connected 
man-made lakes, known as 
the large and small Bubali 
Bird Ponds. 

The area has become a 
resting and breeding area for 
the more than 80 species of 
migratory birds. 

Birds that inhabit the 
sanctuary include herons, 
egrets, gulls, skimmers, 
coots, cormorants, numerous 
species of ducks and more. 

An observation tower has 
been erected to allow bird¬ 
watchers to get a true birds' 
eye view. 

The Bird Sanctuary (also 
known as Bubali Plas) is a 
hidden treasure located at 


walking distance from both 
the high rise resorts and low 
rise resorts. 

On the north side of the 
site, across from the big, red 
Dutch Windmill (a local 
landmark) is an observation 
tower that affords excellent 
views of this expansive wet¬ 
land. From there you can see 
Pied-billed Grebe, Least 


Grebe, Neotropic Cormorant, 
Caribbean Coot, Common 
Moorhen, Purple Gallinule, 
White-cheeked Pintail, Blue¬ 
winged Teal, Groove-billed 
Ani, various herons and 
egrets. 

The entrance is located 
more towards where The Old 
Windmill is located.

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Science academy publishes 
climate change guide 


LONDON (AFP) - Britain's 
national science academy re¬ 
leased a new guide on cli¬ 
mate change Thursday, 
setting out what is known and 
what remains unclear after a 
series of scandals about 
global warming research. 

The Royal Society guide 
says there is "strong evi¬ 
dence” that changes in the 
amount of greenhouse gas in 
the atmosphere caused by 
human activity — notably a 
rise in carbon dioxide — are 
the dominant cause of recent 
global warming. 

But it also outlines the de¬ 
bates that continue to rage, 
including over the effect of 
variations in the energy emit¬ 
ted by the Sun, and says sev¬ 
eral areas are not well 
understood, including how 
the ice sheets on Greenland 
and Western Antarctica are 
melting. 

Despite the "absence of 


perfect knowledge", how¬ 
ever, it says world govern¬ 
ments must act, warning: 
"The potential impacts of cli¬ 
mate change are sufficiently 
serious that important deci¬ 
sions will need to be made." 

A previous Royal Society 
guide, published in 2007, was 
organised as a point-by-point 
rebuttal of the "misleading" 
arguments about climate 
change, including that com¬ 
puter models are unreliable. 

According to the BBC, 
this was updated partly as a 
result of complaints by 43 of 
the society's members, who 
were concerned it was too 
strident. 

The new 19-page guide 
was published after a series 
of rows dented the credibility 
of established climate sci¬ 
ence. 

The UN climate change 
panel which won a Nobel 
prize after a landmark 2007 


report into global warming 
admitted it had exaggerated 
the speed at which Hi¬ 
malayan glaciers were melt¬ 
ing, while a leading British 
research centre was accused 
of manipulating its data, al¬ 
though it strongly denied this. 

"Much of the public de¬ 
bate on climate change is po¬ 
larised at present, which can 
make it difficult to get a good 
overview of the science," 
said John Pethica, the Royal 
Society's vice-president who 
helped compile the guide. 

"This guide explains 
where the science is clear and 
established, and also where it 
is less certain." 

The guide, which can be 
found at 

http://royalsociety.org, has 
been prepared by leading in¬ 
ternational scientists, most of 
them fellows of the society, 
and is based on extensive 
published works. 


Google brings 'Street View' to Antarctica 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Google's "Street View" im¬ 
agery has sparked privacy 
concerns in some countries 
but that's unlikely to be the 
case with its latest destination 
— Antarctica, populated 
mostly by penguins. 

The Internet giant an¬ 
nounced on Friday that Street 
View, which shows street- 


level pictures of cities around 
the world, now encompasses 
all seven continents with the 
inclusion of images from 
Antarctica. 

The Street View pictures 
of Antarctica are limited for 
the moment to user-con¬ 
tributed shots of penguins on 
Half Moon Island and 
panoramic landscapes. 


Street View has received a 
mixed reception since it was in¬ 
troduced three years ago with 
many users praising the service 
but others, mostly in Europe, 
considering it intrusive. 

The Czech authorities ear¬ 
lier this month banned 
Google from collecting im¬ 
ages for Street View saying 
the pictures "unacceptably in¬ 
terfere with people's pri¬ 
vacy." Google has appealed 
the decision. 

In Germany, protests 
forced Google to launch a 
campaign giving citizens 
concerned about safety or 
privacy eight weeks to tell 
the company to pixel out pic¬ 
tures of their homes or busi¬ 
nesses before they are 
published. 


ZeuS Trojan Attack: Defend Yourself 


You may picture the effects 
of a Trojan or virus attack as 
limited to your computer. 
Nothing could be farther 
from the truth. The threat 
commonly called ZeuS or 
ZBot is just one tool of an in¬ 
ternational cybercrime ring 
with one goal—to steal your 
money. Though quite a few 
were charged with serious 
crimes on Thursday, others 
remain at large. And of 
course the malicious code is 
still circulating. 

You can pick up a ZeuS 
infection through a drive-by 
download from a malicious 
Web site or from a perfectly 
valid site that's been hacked. 
Clicking a link in an inno¬ 


cent-looking e-mail could 
open your system to attack. 

Yes, smart users never 
click links in mail from 
strangers. Smarter users even 
avoid links in mail from 
friends, since the real source 
of the message could be a 
virus on the friend's system. 
But being careful just isn't 
sufficient. 

For full protection against 
all possible infection vectors 
you absolutely need to install 
a security suite on any com¬ 
puter that has Internet access. 
And because the bad guys are 
constantly releasing new 
variants of ZeuS, you want a 
suite whose antivirus protec¬ 
tion isn’t limited to known 


threats. The statistical detec¬ 
tion used in Norton Internet 
Security 2011 is especially 
effective against brand-new 
variants. 

If you remotely access ac¬ 
counts with massive balances 
you may want to add yet an¬ 
other protective layer. Safe- 
Central 2.6 offers a secure 
browser that's isolated from 
other activities on the com¬ 
puter. It should allow fully 
secure access to sensitive 
sites even on an infected sys¬ 
tem. The Safe Run for Web 
sites feature in Kaspersky In¬ 
ternet Security 2011 works 
the same way. Kaspersky is 
also a good overall choice for 
security suite protection.

US scientists find new 
way to generate human 
stem cells 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
researchers have found a 
new, ’’remarkably efficient” 
way to generate human stem 
cells that could provide an al¬ 
ternative to using embryonic 
stem cells in treating disease, 
a study published Thursday 
said. 

The new method does not 
require risky genetic modifi¬ 
cation and holds huge thera¬ 
peutic promise, said the lead 
author of the study, Derrick 
Rossi of Harvard Medical 
School. 

The researchers did not go 
the usual route of perma¬ 
nently altering the genome to 
obtain protein factors that re¬ 
program adult cells into 
human-induced pluripotent 
stem cells, or iPSCs. 

Instead, they developed 
synthetic modified messen¬ 
ger RNA molecules — which 
they called modified RNAs - 
- that encoded the proteins, 
but did not integrate into the 
cell’s DNA. 

They found, to their sur¬ 
prise, that repeated adminis¬ 
tration of the modified RNAs 
’’resulted in robust expression 
of the reprogramming pro¬ 
teins in mature skin cells that 
were then converted to iPSCs 
with startling efficiency,” the 
study says. 

”We weren?t really ex¬ 
pecting the modified RNAs 
to work so effectively, but the 
reprogramming efficiencies 
we observed with our ap¬ 
proach were very high,” 
Rossi said. 

Currently, clinical applica¬ 
tion of iPSCs is hampered by, 
among others, inefficient 
means of generating pluripo¬ 
tent stem cells. 

Pluripotency means the 
cell can differentiate to be¬ 


come any cell in the body, be 
it a skin cell, heart cell, blood 
cell: anything. Embryonic 
stem cells are pluripotent. 

In the study, RNA-in- 
duced iPSCs with an RNA 
associated with muscle cell 
development caused cells to 
differentiate into muscle 
cells. Differentiation was 
simple, efficient and ’’without 
the immediate risk of induc¬ 
ing genetic mutations,” the 
study says. 

"Our technology repre¬ 
sents a safe, efficient strategy 
for somatic cell reprogram¬ 
ming and directing cell fate 
that has wide ranging appli¬ 
cability for basic research, 
disease modeling and regen¬ 
erative medicine,” said Rossi. 

”We believe that our ap¬ 
proach has the potential to 
become a major and perhaps 
even central enabling tech¬ 
nology for cell-based thera¬ 
pies,” he said. 

The new method was a 
significant leap forward in re¬ 
programming human adult 
cells, said Harvard Stem Cell 
Institute co-director Doug 
Melton, adding that the insti¬ 
tute will ’’immediately begin 
using the new method to 
make patient and disease- 
specific induced pluripotent 
stem cells.” 

’’This work by Derrick 
Rossi and his colleagues 
solves one of the major chal¬ 
lenges we face in trying to 
use a patient’s own cells to 
treat their disease,” said 
Melton, who was not in¬ 
volved in the study. 

”At the HSCI we are turn¬ 
ing our entire iPS core to 
using this method,” he said. 

The study was published 
online in the Cell Press pub¬ 
lication, Cell Stem Cell.

First gene link seen to contested child disorder 



PARIS (AFP) - For years, they 
have dumped at the back of the 
class, the pupils who are im¬ 
pulsive, hyperactive and un¬ 
able to concentrate - in short, 
a waste of a teacher’s time. 

Their parents, too, have 
often been branded as fail¬ 
ures, as duds who let their 
children become unruly 
through poor discipline or a 
diet of junk-food and telly. 

But a growing body of 
opinion has been pleading for 
tolerance. 

Such children, they argue, 
are not cases of bad behav¬ 
iour or poor parenting but 
kids with a genuine medical 
condition: attention-deficit 
hyperactivity disorder, or 
ADHD. 

These campaigners have 
now gained a massive boost, 


for a new study has uncov¬ 
ered the first direct evidence 
that ADHD has, at least par¬ 
tially, a genetic cause. 

The evidence, derives 
from a comparison of the ge¬ 
netic code of 366 children 
with ADHD and 1,047 with¬ 
out it. 

The ADHD children were 
likelier to have small but im¬ 
portant segments of DNA that 
were either missing or dupli¬ 
cated in their genome com¬ 
pared to the ’’control” group. 

These segments, known as 
copy number variations 
(CNVs), play an important 
role, acting rather like a con¬ 
trol valve over genes, which 
make the body's all-important 
proteins. If CNVs are miss¬ 
ing or duplicated, they can 
alter the dosage of genes by 


50 percent, up or down. 

"We've known for many 
years that ADHD may well 
be genetic because it tends to 
run in families in many in¬ 
stances. What's really excit¬ 
ing is that we've found the 
first direct genetic link,” said 
Anita Thapar, a professor of 
neuropsychiatric genetics at 
Cardiff University, Wales. 

Even more intriguing is 
the discovery that these 
CNVs appear to cluster in 
key areas, notably in Chro¬ 
mosome 16, that overlap with 
regions implicated in autism 
and schizophrenia — two 
other enigmatic, but now 
firmly acknowledged, brain 
disorders. 

"ADHD can be stigmatis¬ 
ing because there's a lot of 
public misunderstanding 
about it,” Thapar said in a 
press conference webcast 
from London. 

"For example, some peo¬ 
ple say it's not a real disorder 
or it's the result of bad parent¬ 
ing, and parents and children 
can encounter much stigma 
because of this. So finding 
this direct genetic link to 
ADHD should help clear this 
misunderstanding and ad¬ 
dress this stigma.”

Solar power for Aruba

One of the most beneficial as¬ 
pects of the Aruba Green En¬ 
ergy Conference and Trade 
Fair was the numerous renew¬ 
able energy experts invited to 
speak over the first three days 
of the conference. Many spoke 
not only of their personal areas 
of interest, but had also done 
their homework about Aruba in 
particular and offered very 
practical plans as to how the is¬ 
land could utilize the latest 
technology for harnessing 
solar, wind or water power. The 
first full day of the conference, 
Thursday, September 30, was 
dedicated to these enlightening 
presentations, featuring ten 
speakers from Aruba, U.S.A, 
Curasao and the Netherlands. 

The morning began with 
what those well acquainted 
with Aruba would consider to 
be the most obvious form of 
energy, solar power. Freddy 
Vargas of Aruba, the final 
speaker, reminded the audience 
that the prevalent weather con¬ 
ditions of the past month are 
not typical of Aruba, which is 
normally blessed with clear 
skies and intense sunlight. 

Bryan Ashley opened the 
presentations. He is Chief Mar¬ 
keting Officer of Suniva, out of 
Atlanta, Georgia, which is a 
world leader in photovoltaic, 
commonly referred to as PV, 
technology. He distributed a 
sample of their highly flexible 
PV cells and discussed the lat¬ 
est advances his company is 
making in the field. 


Dr. Edward Cheung is a na¬ 
tive Aruban who has held a 
vital position with NASA as a 
specialist in Robotic Enginee¬ 
ring since the early 90s. As 
Principal Engineer of the Hub¬ 
ble Space Telescope Service 
Project he was closely involved 
in the space shuttle mission in 
May of last year, which was the 
final repair mission to the HST. 
His position in the morning’s 
discussion was 
as an “end 
user,” noting 
the various 
forms of alter¬ 
native energy 
deployed by 
the space pro¬ 
gram while 
providing an 
insider tour of 
the last mis¬ 
sion. 

Professor 
Dr. Wim C. 

Sinke, a staff 
member of the 
Program and 
Strategy Unit 
of Solar En¬ 
ergy Research Center of the 
Netherlands, (ECN) and a part- 
time professor at Utrecht Uni¬ 
versity delivered an 
eye-opening and extremely 
practical presentation. He gave 
facts and figures as to what 
solar technology is capable of 
at present, and the many man¬ 
ners in which it is deployed 
around the world, with realistic 
estimations of what advances 
and advantages to expect over 


the next 20 to 50 years. In par¬ 
ticular, he made some very 
practical suggestions regarding 
Aruba, dispelling misconcep¬ 
tions. As the technology now 
stands, Aruba could establish a 
solar field which would pro¬ 
vide 10% of its energy needs in 
an area half a square kilometer, 
“or less than the area occupied 
by the Valero Refinery, I be¬ 
lieve,” he stated. 


Dr. Sinke toured the island 
and noticed that the Dutch Ma¬ 
rine Base is using PV cells 
which are connected to the 
grid, and suggested that a solar 
energy source for the island 
would be imminently manage¬ 
able. If not an actual field, 
commercial and government 
rooftops could be deployed. 
During the panel discussion he 
confirmed that government 
buildings in Holland are re¬

quired by law at present to be 
built with PV technology. 
“This should be combined 
with Demand-side Manage¬ 
ment,” he concluded. “Electric 
cars and using ice systems for 
nighttime cooling will all con¬ 
tribute to making the system 
work.” 

Dr. Sinke’s graphs demon¬ 
strated that the costs of PV are 
now the equivalent of retail 
power sources, but ad¬ 
vances in the field should 
reduce that cost to whole¬ 
sale prices by 2030 and it 
should be as cheap as any 
energy source available by 
2050. He encourages na¬ 
tions and builders not to 
wait until that time, as the 
reduction of emissions 
from fossil fuel is enough 
incentive to use a slightly 
more expensive energy 
form that leaves no carbon 
footprint. The eventual 
savings in fuel costs and 
commercial independence 
from the nations with the 
oil reserves are worth the 
initial expense. 

Freddy Vargas, Director 
and Co-Founder of Engysol, 
N.V., a local company, has 
taught Energy Theory in the 
Technical Unit of E.P.I, 
Aruba’s middle school which 
produces graduates with Asso¬ 
ciates Degrees. He also began 
a foundation dedicated to fo¬ 
ment interest and development 
among island youth in techni¬ 
cal fields, including organizing 
alternative energy products. He 
is the force behind the Science 
Fair that accompanies the 
Green Energy Trade Fair. 


Mr. Vargas focused on 
Aruba’s potential for fossil fuel 
independence and how to the 
island in particular could utilize 
its assets. Aside from solar, the 
island’s famous tradewinds 
offer ample source for power; 
this is already being harnessed 
by the Vader Piet Windpark, 
which can optimally provide 
20% of Aruba’s power needs. 
During the opening of the con¬ 


ference, Prime Minister Mike 
Eman announced the plan to 
establish a second windmill 
park of equal capability. 

The morning’s sessions 
were moderated by Tisa La- 
Sorte, and was followed by 
lively panel discussions and Q 
& A. More detailed articles 
about the afternoon sessions 
dedicated to Wind and Water to 
follow in future editions of 
THE MORNING NEWS.

Microsoft sues Motorola for patent 
infringement 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Mi¬ 
crosoft filed suit against Mo¬ 
torola yesterday, accusing the 
US handset maker of violating 
its patents in mobile phones 
powered by Google's Android 
operating system. 

Microsoft deputy general 
counsel Horacio Gutierrez said 
in a statement that Motorola's 
Android-based smartphones 
infringed nine Microsoft 
patents. 

Gutierrez said the patents in 
question relate to synchroni¬ 
zing email, calendars and con¬ 
tacts, scheduling meetings, and 
notifying applications of 
changes in signal strength and 
battery power. 

The complaint was filed 


with the International Trade 
Commission and the US Dis¬ 
trict Court for the Western Dis¬ 
trict of Washington state. 

"We have a responsibility to 
our customers, partners, and 
shareholders to safeguard the 
billions of dollars we invest 
each year in bringing innova¬ 
tive software products and ser¬ 
vices to market," Gutierrez 
said. 

"Motorola needs to stop its 
infringement of our patented 
inventions in its Android 
smartphones," he said. 

Microsoft supplies its own 
mobile operating system to 
handset makers and is repor¬ 
tedly planning to unveil three 
Windows Phone 7 smartphones 


next month made by South 
Korea's Samsung and LG Elec¬ 
tronics and Taiwan's HTC. 

Patent lawsuits are a regular 
occurrence among technology 
giants. 

Apple is currently being 
sued by Finnish mobile phone 
giant Nokia for patent infringe¬ 
ment and has fired back with a 
countersuit against Nokia. 

HTC, a major handset 
maker from Taiwan, and Apple 
are also currently suing each 
other over patent claims involv¬ 
ing Android-powered phones. 

In June, Canada's Research 
in Motion, maker of the Black¬ 
berry, and Motorola reached a 
settlement to their long-run¬ 
ning patent disputes. 


Gold price extends record-breaking 
run, oil leaps higher 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
The Wall Street "flash crash" 
on May 6 that saw the Dow 
Jones index dive 700 points 
within minutes was sparked by 
a single 4.1-billion-dollar com¬ 
puter trade, US watchdogs said 
yesterday. 

The historic crash was 
prompted by one firm's algo¬ 
rithm selling off 75,000 stocks 
in 20 minutes, according to a 
joint report by the Securities 
and Exchange Com- mission 
(SEC) and the US Commodity 
Futures Trading Commission 
(CFTC). 

Amid tense market condi¬ 
tions the sale started a cascade 
of automated sales, the report 
said. 

Watchdogs did not name 
the "large trader" that initiated 
the automated sell program, al¬ 
though it is widely reported to 
be Waddell & Reed Financial. 

At 2:32 pm New York time 
on May 6, when the markets 
were already under pressure 
due to worrying news about 
the European economy, the 
trading algorithm executed the 
sale. 

This thrust super-fast tra¬ 
ding algorithms — which ac¬ 
count for more than 50 percent 
of trade volume — into a spiral 
of selling that drained cash out 
of the markets, causing pauses 
in trade and leading some 
stocks to be traded at a meager 
one cent. Within minutes, the 
Dow Jones index dropped by

nearly 10 percent only to re¬ 
cover within minutes. 

"One key lesson is that 
under stressed market condi¬ 
tions, the automated execution 
of a large sell order can trigger 
extreme price movements," the 
report said. 

"Moreover, the interaction 
between automated execution 
programs and algorithmic tra¬ 
ding strategies can quickly 
erode liquidity and result in 
disorderly markets." 

The report, which did not 
make any recommendations to 
avoid a repeat of the crash, 
nevertheless said "a liquidity 
crisis can develop if many 
market participants withdraw 
at the same time." 

Since the crash, authorities 
have introduced "circuit brea¬ 
kers" which can halt trade on 
certain stocks for five minutes 
if they experience a 10 percent 
price change over the previous 
five minutes. 

The report was handed to 
the SEC-CFTC joint advisory 
committee which will consider 
whether to file recommenda¬ 
tions for steps to avoid a repeat 
of the crisis. 

The watchdogs hinted that 
further measures could be on 
the way. "We now must con¬ 
sider what other investor-fo¬ 
cused measures are needed to 
ensure that our markets are 
fair, efficient and resilient, now 
and for years to come," they 
said in a statement. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States has postponed 
the launch of redesigned 100- 
dollar bills indefinitely due to 
production problems, the cen¬ 
tral bank said yesterday. 

The issue date of the new 
bill that features anti-counter¬ 
feiting technologies, was ini¬ 
tially set for February 10, 
2011. 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Gold rocketed to record 
peaks this week, boosted by 
the weak dollar, while crude 
oil raced higher as supportive 
economic data sparked hopes 
of improving worldwide en¬ 
ergy demand. 

Many dollar-priced raw 
materials won support from 
the struggling greenback, 
which makes them cheaper 
for buyers using stronger cur¬ 
rencies and so tends to stim¬ 
ulate demand. 

Gold prices hit a fresh 
record above 1,320 dollars 
per ounce here yesterday, 
ending a record-breaking 
week as the dollar stumbled 
on a disappointing US manu¬ 
facturing survey. 

Gold surged to an all-time 
pinnacle at 1,320.70 dollars 
per ounce, dragging sister 
metal silver to 22.15 dollars, 
which was last seen in Sep¬ 
tember 1980. 

The euro leapt to 1.3778 
dollars in yesterday afternoon 
deals, touching the highest 
level since March, after data 
showed that US manufactur¬ 
ing activity grew more 


The Federal Reserve said in 
a statement that the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, which 
produces dollars, discovered a 
problem with "sporadic creas¬ 
ing" of the paper during print¬ 
ing of the 100-dollar note. 

The technical glitch means 
that there will not be enough of 
the new bills to begin distrib¬ 
uting them as planned.

Gold traded at historic 
heights this week as the dol¬ 
lar was also weighed down 
by expectations of more stim¬ 
ulus spending by the US Fed¬ 
eral Reserve. 

"It's the same old story for 
gold again," said dealer Ra- 
jesh Patel at trading firm 
Spread Co. 

"New highs are being 
reached on a daily basis with 
hedge fund and momentum 
buying adding to the general 
fear the Fed will start to intro¬ 
duce some form of quantita¬ 
tive easing (QE) at its next 
meeting in November. 

"This is continuing to 
pressure a very weak dollar, 
helping drive gold higher. We 
could easily see 1,500 dollars 
reached by Christmas at this 
rate." 

The dollar has faced 
strong selling pressure ever 
since the Fed hinted last 
month at more stimulus 
spending if the tepid US eco¬ 
nomic recovery cools further. 

Meanwhile this week, 
palladium rose as high as 
582.25 dollars per ounce, 
nailing the best level since 
February 2008, and platinum 
rallied to 1,685 dollars, which 
was last seen in mid-May. 

By late yesterday on the 


London Bullion Market, golc 
rallied to 1,316 dollars an 
ounce from 1,297 dollars a 
week earlier. Silver advanced 
to 21.95 dollars an ounce 
from 21.35 dollars. 

The global oil market ral¬ 
lied this week as mostly up¬ 
beat economic reports 
painted a picture of healthy 
future demand for energy. 

Yesterday, London Brent 
oil climbed to 83.64 dollars 
per barrel — which was last 
seen on May 5. And New 
York crude rallied as high as 
81.47 — a level last witnessed 
on August 10. 

Traders set aside weaker- 
than-expected US manufac¬ 
turing data on Friday to focus 
on upbeat news from China. 

"Crude is trading higher, 
supported by encouraging 
Asian economic releases," 
said SEB Commodities Re¬ 
search analyst Filip Peters- 
son. 

A new survey out of China 
showing manufacturing acti¬ 
vity picked up in September. 
The purchasing managers 
index rose to 53.8 in Septem¬ 
ber from 51.7 in August, the 
China Federation of Logistics 
and Purchasing (CFLP) an¬ 
nounced. 

The results come after an 
independent survey by HSBC 
showed manufacturing hit a 
five-month high last month. 
The HSBC China Manufac¬ 
turing PMI rose to 52.9 in 
September, up from 51.9 in 
August, as production and 
new orders rose. 

A reading above 50 means 
the sector is expanding, while 
below 50 indicates a decline.

About 10,000 plastic vu¬ 
vuzela horns have already 
been sold in Delhi through

told AFP.

Spain's royal family 
feels budget pinch

MADRID (AFP) - Spain's 
royals are feeling the pinch: 
the austerity-minded Social¬ 
ist government is cutting the 
family's budget next year for 
the first time in history. 

King Juan Carlos and his 
family already had their 
budget frozen in 2010 as the 
country faced up to harder 
economic times. 

In the latest tight-fisted 
budget for 2011 presented to 
parliament this past week, the 
government actually trims 
the royal budget by 470,000 
euros, or 5.2 percent, to 8.43 
million euros. 

According to Spanish 
media, the royals themselves 
had proposed the cut, sug¬ 
gesting a reduction of be¬ 
tween seven and nine 
percent. 

Until this year, the royal 
budget had increased annu-

A report in Britain last 
week said Queen Elizabeth II 
had been forced to give up 
the ultimate control of her fi¬ 
nances to the British govern¬ 
ment under a secret deal 
agreed in 2006.

Magic make Anderson 
reappear for next season 


NEWPORT (AFP) - Mother 
Nature wreaked havoc at the 
Ryder Cup here Friday as the 
United States fought back 
from a disastrous start to fin¬ 
ish the opening day on top at 
a rain-soaked Celtic Manor. 

After torrential rain and 
wind early in the day forced 
a seven-hour suspension in 
play, the Americans recov¬ 
ered superbly to open up 
leads in two of the four open¬ 
ing fourballs against the Eu¬ 
ropeans. 

Europe, bidding to regain 
the trophy they lost at Val¬ 
halla two years ago, led in 
one match while the other 
was all square as play was 
called to a halt at around 
7:00pm (1800 GMT). All 
four matches will be com¬ 
pleted on Saturday. 

It represented a dramatic 
shift in momentum for the 
Americans, who had trailed 
in three of the four matches 
before rain forced organisers 
to suspend play for the first 


time since the 1997 event at 
Valderrama. 

A dreadful morning for 
the Americans was com¬ 
pounded by the embarrassing 
disclosure that their wet 
weather gear was leaking. 
Team officials scrambled to a 
merchandising stall at the 
event to buy replacement wa¬ 
terproofs. 

US skipper Corey Pavin 
was delighted by the Ameri¬ 
can fightback. 

”It was a tough day, but 
the fans were great - they 
stuck around and waited 
around and I'm delighted we 
got back out," Pavin said. 
"Pm pleased and very proud 
of the guys for how we came 
back." 

Europe counterpart Colin 
Montgomerie meanwhile 
said the early session on Sat¬ 
urday could be crucial. 

"There's no match that is 
anymore than two up or two 
down, so everyone is still in 
the game," Montgomerie 


said. "There's a very impor¬ 
tant session tomorrow morn¬ 
ing to gain that momentum 
back again". 

The rain forced organisers 
to annouce a radically altered 
schedule in a bid to allow for 
the golfing showpiece to be 
completed by Sunday night. 

Officials said the final two 
days would now comprise a 
second session comprising 
six foursome matches instead 
of the usual four, meaning all 
12 players on each side will 
be involved. 

A third session of play will 
then comprise two foursomes 
and four fourballs, followed 
by the traditional 12 singles 
matches. 

However, officials admit¬ 
ted the tournament was at the 
mercy of the weather, and 
with more rain forecast a 
Monday finish was a possi¬ 
bility. 

Both captains welcomed 
the amended schedule. 

"All credit to the organisa¬ 
tion for coming up with a 
plan. It's great for the fans," 
Montgomerie said. "Monday 
finishes are no good in any 
sport." 

Pavin also said he wanted 
to see a Sunday finish. 

"I think some very smart 
people got together and tried 
to figure the schedule out," 
he said. "Colin and I agreed 
it was a very good idea - 
allow the cup to finish on 
Sunday weather permitting." 

The star of the show for 
the Americans was Pavin's 
wildcard pick Stewart Cink, 
who produced some red hot 
putting to rattle in five birdies 
as his partnership with Matt 
Kuchar finished two-up after 
12 holes against Northern 
Irish duo Rory Mcllroy and 
Graeme McDowell. 

World number two Phil 
Mickelson also inspired a 
fightback with Dustin John¬ 
son in a gripping game with 
European stars Lee West- 
wood and Martin Kaymer in 
the opening fourball. 

Montgomerie said Poul- 
ter's putt had given Europe 
precious momentum heading 
into Saturday. 

"Very important," Mont¬ 
gomerie said. "It was dark, 
very, very dark. A fantastic 
effort. That will give us mo¬ 
mentum we need to carry for¬ 
ward into a very, very busy 
day tomorrow." 

Pavin will also have been 
pleased by the performance 
of rookies Bubba Watson and 
Jeff Overton. 

The American pair were 
one up after eight holes as 
play ended. 


ORLANDO (AFP) - Ryan An¬ 
derson, a 22-year-old forward 
obtained from New Jersey last 
season in the NBA deal that 
sent Vince Carter to Orlando, 
will stay with the Magic for the 
upcoming season. 

The Magic announced Fri¬ 
day they have exercised their 
contract option to keep An¬ 
derson for the 2010-2011 sea¬ 
son. 

Anderson, taken 22nd by 
the Nets in the 2008 NBA 


Draft, averaged 7.7 points a 
game and opened up rival de¬ 
fenses with solid outside 
shooting as a backup for¬ 
ward. 

The Magic completed 
their move into offices in 
their new 18,500-seat arena 
on Friday with an opening 
ceremony. The coliseum is 
nearly three times larger than 
the Magic's former home and 
boasts the NBA's largest 
video screen.

Vick marveled at the 
strange journey for himself 
and McNabb since his 18 
months in prison. 

"We all never imagined it 
would come to this," Vick said.

PHILADELPHIA (AFP) - 
Donovan McNabb returns to 
Philadelphia on Sunday, lead¬ 
ing his new Washington Red¬ 
skins teammates against an 
Eagles team that he quarter- 
backed into the 2005 Super 
Bowl. 

Adding to the drama is 
that the Eagles are now 
guided by Michael Vick, who 
squandered NFL stardom and 
went to prison for his role in 
a dogfight gambling scheme 
before McNabb convinced 
his club to take a chance on 
signing him. 

McNabb, often nagged by 
injuries, sparked the Eagles 
to one Super Bowl, which 
they lost to New England, 
and four other times put 
Philadelphia within a game 
of reaching the NFL champi¬ 
onship spectacle. 

How the passionate fans 
of Philadelphia, who notably 
booed Santa Claus, will react 
to McNabb playing for an 
arch rival is the hot topic in a 
sport-mad city, overshadow¬ 


ing a baseball club seeking a 
third consecutive World Se¬ 
ries bid. 

"Honestly I think I will be 
cheered," McNabb said. "We 
had a successful 11 years. 
That's something you can't 
forget. 

"I'm with a different team. 
It's a rival and it wasn't my 
choice. I will be open minded 
at what happens. I look at it 
as a normal game." 

Redskins center Casey 
Rabach knows better. 

"Any player that did so 
much for an organization, it 
obviously will mean a little 
more. It has to," he said. 

Former Atlanta Falcons 
star Vick wants Eagles fans 
to reward McNabb's years of 
service with an unforgettable 
welcome. 

"I hope it's a positive reac¬ 
tion," Vick said. "A standing 
ovation would be nice." 

Even Eagles coach Andy 
Reid admits he is still a Mc¬ 
Nabb fan most weeks. 

"I'm still pulling for him, 


except for two games," Reid 
said. "I'm a huge Donovan 
McNabb fan." 

Vick has shown flashes of 
his prime, using passing 
skills and rushing talent to 
give the Eagles a 2-1 record, 
with the Redskins, Dallas and 
New York Giants all on 1-2 
behind them in the NFC East 
division. 

But Vick, with six touch¬ 
downs on 750 passing yards 
and 170 rushing yards, would 
likely never have been 
brought onto the team with a 
two-year deal 13 months ago 
had McNabb not championed 
him to executives and players 
alike. 

"Donovan was instrumen¬ 
tal in bringing me here. He 
put it a good word for me and 
it happened," Vick said. 
"They gave me an opprtunity 
when nobody believed in me 
and he was part of that. I will
